STAMPEDEDJBY 1 WITCH

Sclijol Chiliren Thought the

Janitor's Assistant Was One.

SOARED BY CAP AND BROOM

Kindled From the RoomM In a Wild
I'niilo anil Some Did Nut Stop Run
nine Until They Reached Home.
Their Imagination Wrought Upon
by Humor of a Supposed Thief.

Fhiladclphla, Jan. 23. Tbe unru mod
pupils and teachers of the L. II.

Smith school, at Fifth street and Snjder
avenue, received a severe shock jesterday
afternoon. In the twinkling of an eje the
school was thrown into the wildest excite-
ment. Wild cries and piercing shrieks
struck terror Into the hearts of teachers and
scholars, and precipitated in one of the
classe,a stampede wulcli iicarlyderaoraliicd
Uiu whole school. It was all on account of
the Kuuueu apparition or an alleged wllcli.

The sifds of j esterdaj's excitement w ere
sown two weeks ago, when the school was
visited hy thieves and thccloak room robbed
of several small coats and a mufr belonging
to the younger children. Most of these chil-
dren .if at that Interesting stage in mental
development wlun the fairy tale Is tlieir
dally meat and food. Ftosaic every-da- y

explain lions of things and phenomena havc
no weight with them.

When, therefore, it became noised about
that a mjslcrioug-luokln- g wouiau iiad been
seen loitering urujud the scliool-hous- it
soon became genernllj accepted by the chil-
dren that the stolen articles had been car-rit- d

orr by a wilch. So thoroughly pos-
sessed of the idea of witches bad the minds
of most of the childrtu become that during
the p ist week many of the teachers had to
pass much of their time in trjing to

the children's minds of such super-
stitious notions.

iis.eulnj allernoon about 2 30 o'clock
mailers rcachtd a climax. Tile school,
iiolcd for its quletntss, was made een

so, in consequence of examinations,
by the absence or munj or the upper cusses.
On the rioor, where three classes of
flrsl and second grade childrtu were busily
engaged at work, Ihlngs wire particularly
serene. But in an ill rated second one little
rosj clucked girl happemd lo take hercjes
from her book ai d look out in ihe hallway
toward the, cloakroom. Jn that instant her
rost cheeks faded loa pale while, for a sec-
ond she tvassfiibound, and then, with a
wild shriek, she sprang lo her fell, and,
wildlv waving her hands, shouted:

A third class on the same floor, consisting
of bos,:ind taught by Miss Vollmer, a roused
by t exiilcnient. Joined in the stampede,
and went crushing down the statrwaj with
the rest of the children.

The teachers on the first floor, although
much frightened by Ihe unwonted disturb-
ance going on o erhcad, managed, b sheer
force, to keep their children in their places.
Some or tiiese tenclurs came to the rescue
of the others and most of the frightened
children were secured and kept in the jard,
although not a few with blanched faces
newr stopped running until they readied
home. It is expected that they will ret urn to
school-agai- this morning.

Whin the teachers had time to rcixner
their breath the terrirj ing "witch" was soon
explained. The apparition turned out to be
the Janitor's assistant, an tlderlj woman
who had gone into the cloak-roo- and
Ilrted one of the coats in order to get tier
dusting cap, hanging underneath. When the
chlld.-e-ii saw her pat her strange-lookin- g cap
on her head nnd put her broom across her
shoulder thev llleed that they were look-
ing at nothing Use than a real live witch.

PROMOTION OF YANG XT.

Chinee --MlnUter Made 1"reidcnt of
the Hoard of Wor-hl- p.

The Chinese minister, Vang Yu. has re;
ceiled notice of liLs promotion by the em-
peror to lie President of the board of
saiririiial wor-hlp- . lie expects to ictiirn
to Feklng when the term of his office ex-

pires, next June, to assume the duties of
his new office.

It Is understood that l'u Keng, at pres-
ent Chinese minister to Japan, will be
his successor. The presidency of the loanl
of sacrifietal worship is one of the most
honorable and important offices under the
Chinese goernment.

Mr. Yang Yu's duties will be to attend
the emieror when he goes lo the great
altar of the Temple of lleaen,nearl'eking,
to offer sacrifices, and he will preside oier
the board of officials which makes the
pnparations for those iniixjslng cere-
monies.

son wag put on trial here for tbe murder
of Henry lionnecka. Hounecka was a'mlscr,
and, while reputed to be n ealthy, led a her-
mit life in a miserable hovel In Altoona.
He was found murdered on April 7, 1895,
and his money was missing.

Suspicion pointed to Wl'son and three
others, who left this section Immediately
after the murder. Detective Daniel

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LIYED WITHOUT A BRAIN

It Had Been Hollowed Oat by a
Big Tumor.

All the Muii'h Faculties! Were Unim-
paired Except Slkrht Could Memo-

rize Poenm Only CUMfc Known.

Willlamsport, Fa., Jan. 23 Dr. 8. 8.
Koser of this city has made a remarkable
discovery, which will be a theme for dis-

cussion among medical men throughout
Ibe country. Uis knife has revealed a
medical wonder, in which it man had unim-
paired faculties without a brain. At the
requestor.! number or prominent physicians
of Philadelphia, I)r. Koser Sundvy evening
held a examination of
ains of John Bly of Watsontoivn, who
died Friday night.

Bly, who was twenty years of age, for a
long time suffered with a tumor, which
grew inlo the very base of tbe brain nnd
occasioned his death. The growth had a
visible effect upon the brain, and the case
becainu a curiosity to the medical profes-
sion. The tumor was imbedded too deeply
into the brain tksue to admit of an opera-
tion. It was round that the tumor was
nearly as large as a billiard ball. It was
so located as to demoralize the ntrtes of
the sight center, and as a consequence
young Bly was b:ind ror oter three jears.

The most singular fact developed was
that the entire brain had been hollowed
but b Ihe action of the tumor. The cavity
was ut least five inches in length, and was
filled with pus. All that was left of the
brain was a thin shell,, composed of the
tougher tissues where the brain matter
gathers Into nerves, which were less sus-
ceptible to the process of decaj--. When an
Incisioti was made In the shell the whole-mas- s

collapsed.
The circumstances which made the case

almost unprecedented in the annals of medi-
cal science was the manner in which the
patient retaititsl his rationality atd facul-
ties under the circumstances. He had the
senses of touch, taste, hearing and smell;
nau verj- - toieraiiie control Of his locomotor
muscles, could tnlk, and. In fact, was com-
parative!- dlscommcdcd in no other way
than by the loss or v.sion. His rettntlon
of memory was remarkable. He was able
to memorize poe uis up to within two weeks
of bis death.

Mysterious Opening of the Le-

tters to W. p. Judge.

The Authorities Say They Haven't,
Aryans Say They Hasen't, but the
Fact In That Letters Were Opened,
but Are Not Any Mure Where Are
the MubutmuH?

New York Sun Today.
The nfricers of the New York branch or

the Arjan Theosophical Society cannot
understand It. The Fostofflce authorities
are unable to explain it now, but think they
may be later. Nu doctrine of Theosophy,
in fact, eicr more puzzling than
the question, "Who has been opening the
letters sent to the society's headquarters
at 1 1 1 Madison atenue?"

The letters were undoubtedly oiicned,
although ror several das they hate been
received intact. Hut where they were lam-pere-

with, who "did it, nnd why, are facts
which have not bee-- discotered, and evi-
dently are Hltie likely to be.

Two weeks ugo Claude Falk Wright,
tbe secretar) or William Oman Judge, who
has not been in New York fcr some time,
noticed that sereral letters in the large mail
that comes to him every day bore plain
evidence or having been tamper. d with.

One or two or them had bcs?n very clum-
sily opencil, .apparently with steam, and
the-- stuck together. The envelopes were
dirty and smutched, and whoever had
oiiened them cured so little about conceal-
ing his work that slight effort had been
made to hide the traces or it.

The enveloiies had simply stuck to-
gether again, and on more than one or
them there was the plain mars: or a
dirty finger. TLe appearance of these let-
ters led Mr. Wright to examine others that
cameln the malls, wliiehare unusuall) large
at this time of jiar, numbering on theaverage from fifty to sixty letters a day.

MONEY IN THE LETTERS.
The members of the societj- - throughout

the country are renewing their subscrip-
tions lo Its publications aiid.sindiu,; in
their dues for the ensuing jtar, so a great
many of the letters contain money orders.
Some of Ihe subscribers enclosed bills.

When Mr. Wright's attention hail tiecn
called to Ihe ract that several of Ihe letttrs
bad been opened, he observed all of them
carefully. His conclusion was that few- - of
them had bcs?n left unoened. In a number
of cases the work had been very skilfully
dune.

Mr. Wright told the Sun reirter that a
shiny smt of dry muclllage. Indicating that
the letter had lieen sealesl with muclllage.
did not attract his notice when he obstrvedit
first on a 1' tier; but wnen be found a dozen
or even twenty letters, every one of them
marked wllh ihesame stmts, which seemed
to have been made by dry muclllage that
haddroppvd on them, be concluded that such
n coincidence could not be the result or acci-
dent.

Among these were letters that had been
os-ne- by steam, the paiwr being warped,
and in --some cases torn by the dampness.
For more than a week the mall arrived sev-
eral times a day with the majoritj or the
lellirs bearing more or less striking evi-
dence of having been tnniiercd with. A
number of the letters selected at random
from a mail were shown to a 8un reporter.
They certalnl appeared tobavebeenopened,
some of them showing unmistakable marks
of it. The small, shiny siwu of muclllage
were seen on a number of them, and others
were blotted and torn.

The mall which comes to tbe society from
all parts or the country is addressed to the
society, to Mr. Wright, to Mr. Judge, and
to Ihe editors of the publications. There
had txs?n no partiality exercised. All had
been opened without prejudice. The mail
Is received n, station F and dropied inlo
an iron box in the society's house- - Mr.
Wright b-- one of the two keys to this box.
and theoihiris In ihe possession of another
officer of the societj-- . But the uriositloii
that the letters bad been tampered with in
the hoase. Mr. Wright said, was. list tenable,
as there was not time enough to open so
many, even If anybody wllb the Irclina-tlo- n

to open them had had access to ihe
letter box. No money was taken from the
opened letters, nor wercany of the money
orders missing. Few of the New York
Irln-rs- . Mr. Wright said, bore any sign of
having been opened, although some of
them, in his opinion, bad been.

SOCIETY HAS ENEMIES.
"My opinion is," Mr. Wright said, when

the reporter asked him what be regarded as
Ihe motive iu opening the letters, "that
suniiliody Inimical lo the societj has com-
plained to the postofrice authorities that
the matter sent to ihe societj might be sub-
ject to Its rules. The society has enemies,
who make all sorts of charges against it,
and I have no doubt that we have been
charged with sending matter throagh
Ihe mails which we have no right to send.
I believe that our.iai! has been opined by
the posloMce people, with the obje-c- t of
discovering the nature of it. They are per-
fectly welcome lo see, but Ihe society is
not willing I bat the letters should be tam-
pered wllh in Ibis way.

"There seems to be no oilier explanation.
No money has been taken. But for more
than a week the great majority of the let-
ters tliat came lo us were opened by some
one before they reached our hands. Out of
flfly that came in a day there, would not
be more than two or three which did not
plainly show that thej had been openedaud
reseiled."

Postmaster Dayton told the Sun reporter
that none of the society's mail had been
opened, and that it could not !e, acording to
law. Tfie n letters. hesald, passed
through the general postoffiec, made up in
packages for distribution from the stations.
Theli tiers which were submitted tohlmby
Mr. Wright had, in his opinion, beenjnpcned,
although there were one or two of these
which he and his assistants decided had not
been opened. One of these appearesl to
have lieen opened by steaming, and the ink
from the letter had blotted the envelope.
The letter was blotted on the sheet which
faced the opening. Mr. Wright wrote to the
person who sent it, asking if he had opened
the letter after It had lieen sealed and blot-
ted It In reseating it. Theanswcr was that
the letter had not been opened, nor was it
blotted when it left the writer's home in the
Southwest.

Postmaster Da j ton sent a detective
to watch thcmailthat went toNo. 144 Madi-
son avenue one week ago Tuesday. Mr.
Wright told the Sun reporter yesterday that
a day and a half afterward the letters be-
gan to arrive villi nomarksor having been
opened. Since that time none or them ap-
pears to liav e lieen tampered with.

The post-offic- e authorities will continue
the watch for another week, and say that
they have no ideas yet on the subject.
Mr. Wright's mail, they say, could nut have
been opened In the post-offic- Mr. Wr.ght
sajsit could not havelMfnopened at.N'o. 144
Madison avenue. Is the problem too trans-
cendental for IheMahatmas?
